Great thoughts, imagination and artistic
sentiment are not enough to make a
great poet and because Mr, Browning
little altentlon to the musical
ty of his lines and the clearness
of his language he can never take
rank as a great poet. His writings nre
voluminous and his failure to say het-
fer what he bad to say cannot
te charged 10 ecomomy of time
or labor, for he gave plenty of
both, often repeated himself, and took
no paius to condense his work. Perlbaps
it ia fortunate that he thus fafled to take
higher rank as a poet,for his philosophy
ls nolt of n very healthy and cheerful
kind.
